This may prov e a v ery hopeful 
theory because in the past, doc­ 
tors hav e sought in v ain for satis­ 
factory treatment of this peculiar 
affliction . 
Recurrent Dizsinesa 
Occurrin g a3 a rule on ly in per­ 
son s ov er 30 years of age, Me­ 
n iere’s Disease causes recurren t 
attacks of d izzin ess, in which ob­ 
jects seem to rotate, with tempor­ 
ary d eafn ess in on e ear, v omitin g 
an d a con d ition of the eyes kn own 
as n ystagmus in which the eyes 
jerk rapid ly to on e sid e an d then 
return slowly to the n ormal posi­ 
tion . 
Dr. Williams believ es that as a 
result of some allergy, the tissues 
of the in tern al ear become swollen 
an d this, in turn , brin gs on the 
symptoms of Men iere’s Disease. 
He fin d s support for his id ea in 
the fact that d urin g an attack, pa­ 
tien ts exhibit an abn ormal crav ­ 
in g for salt, in d icatin g that some­ 
thin g has upset the bod y’s metab­ 
olism, the basic process by which 
food an d n ecessary liquid s are 
turn ed in to en ergy. 
New Treatm en t 
His n ew con cept of Men iere’s 
Disease led him to a n ew treatmen t. 
A n umber of patien ts were giv en 
n iacin an d potassium n itrate with 
lessen in g of the amoun t of salt 
an d fluid in their d iets. Niacin is 
a part of the v itamin B-complex. 
Of 62 
patien ts treated 
for 


Men iere’s d isease, 60 were re­ 
liev ed of their symptoms merely 
by ad min isterin g the n iacin . When 
the salts an d fluid s in the d iet 
were red uced an d potassium n i­ 
trate giv en , those who are n ot re­ 
liev ed by the n iacin alon e, were 
ben efited . 
Doctor Williams suggests that 
the n iacin be giv en by in jection un ­ 
d er the skin startin g with a mod ­ 
erate sized d ose an d grad ually in ­ 
creasin g the quan tity. The fluid s 
are restricted to the equiv alen t of 
six glassfuls of water a d ay. 


Grad ual Deafn ess 
Doctor Williams has foun d that 
in patien ts with Men iere’s d isease, 
d eafn ess may grad ually occur an d 
that, at the same time, the patien t 
d ev elops such symptoms as run ­ 
n in g of the n ose an d sev ere head ­ 
ache. W hether or n ot the con d i­ 
tion is d ue to an allergy, it would 
seem that the meiBiod of treatm en t 
proposed brin gs ben efit to man y 
patien ts. 
It must be remembered , also, 
that n ot all person s who suffer 
from attacks of d izzin ess an d d eaf­ 
n ess are sufferin g from Men iere’s 
d isease. These symptoms may be 
prod uced by other d isord ers af­ 
fectin g the in tern al ear, as well 
as a n umber of n erv ous d isord ers. 
Howev er, when these sympton s 
occur, a careful stud y should be 
mad e to d etermin e if they are d ue 
to Men iere’s d isease, in which 
ev en t the 
treatmen t suggested 
would appear worth tryin g.

Circleville area 
w ar 
veterans 
who plan to buy a business were 
warned Saturday by the Cincinnati 
district 
office 
of the Office of 
Price Administration to take pre­ 
cautions to avoid a losing ven­ 
ture. 
The OPA officials suggested th a t 
discharged GI S contem plating ta k ­ 
ing over restaurants, lunch rooms, 
or other retail establishm ents, or 
service businesses such as garages, 
cleaning and pressing shops, and 
parking 
lots, should investigate 
carr fully the lawful ceiling prices 
they are authorized to charge be­ 
fore making the purchase. 
Unless the owner who sells a 
business has filed prices with the 
local price control board, the OPA 
pointed out, the prices are not 
lawfully established. Upon discov­ 
ery of this the OPA m ust reduce 
thoro prices to those in line with 
comparable establishm ents. 
‘■Don’t take the awning owner's 
word for his authorized ceiling 
prices', the OPA warned w ar vet­ 
erans. "Go to your price control 
board 
anti check the prices on 
file. 
“In case of doubt be sure to con­ 
sult the OPA district office at 
Cincinnati. Otherwise you m ay find 
the business a lot less profitable 
than the owner indicated to you.” 
As an example the OPA spokes­ 
men cited the case of a Cincinnati 
veteran who, when he purchased a 
restaurant recently, relied on the 
previous owner’s statem ent th at 
his price ceiling for a plate lunch 
was 65 cents. 
Upon filing his prices with his 
local hoard—as 
each 
successive 
owner is required to do—the vet­ 
eran discovered th a t his ceiling 
price for plate lunches was only 
45 cents. 
‘‘T hat veteran was faced with a 
m uch different situation than he 
had expected”, the OPA officials 
commented. 
The w arning called attention to 
the fact th at under OPA regula­ 
tions the maximum prices which 
restau ran ts may charge are those 
th at were charged during the week 
of April 4 to IO in 1943. 
The maximum prices th at may 
legally be charged by service es­ 
tablishm ents are those which were 
charged during March, 1942. For 
all businesses opened after those 
dates OPA approval m ust be ob­ 
tained for prices charged.

CONGRESS TO BE 
ASKED TO VOTE 
ON JOINT STAFF 


WASHINGTON, 
April 
6 — A 
senate m ilitary 
affairs subcom­ 
m ittee will ask congress to give 
perm anent statu s to the wartime 
joint chiefs-of-staff, it w as learned 
today. 
The proposal is contained in a 
bill to m erge the arm ed forces 
into a single departm ent of com­ 
mon defense. 
During the war, the late Presi- 
ldent Roosevelt set up the tem ­ 
porary four-m em ber joint chiefs- 
of-staff to coordinate m ajor deci­ 
sions over use of the fighting 
forces. The group, w ithout clearly- 
defined 
powers, 
m ade 
decisions 
only after unanim ous agreem ent. 
The hoard now consists of Army

In some instances the final ap­ 
proved practices differ som ew hat 
from the farm er’s request or the 
original com m unity com m itteem an 
recommendations.

and other factors, and to keep the 
maximum paym ent approved for 
all participating farm s within the 
am ount of money allotted to this 
county for conservation purposes, 
Mr. Downs stated.
